I.  OTTO  KUEHN,  make  the  following  statomont  to  J.  STERLING  ADAMS 
and  GEORGE  E.  ALLEN,  Speoial  Agents  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  In¬ 
vestigation,  knowing  same  to  be  such.  No  threats,  inducements 
or  promises  of  any  kind  have  been  made  to  me.  I  make  thie  state¬ 
ment  freely  and  voluntarily,  of  my  own  free  will* 

I,  OTTO  KUEHN,  was  bom  on  July  25,  1895*  at  Berlin,  Germany.  In 
April,  1913i  I  enlisted  in  the  Qexraan  Navy,  ae  p  Cadet,  on  the 
training  cruiser,  HEHTHA,  at  Flonsburg,  Germany'.  After  serving 
my  training  period,  I  was  a  midshipman  on  the  German  oruieer, 

BLUCHER,  pn  which  I  served  in  the  war  until  January  24,  1915*  at 
which  time  I  was  oaptured  by  the  British  following  •  naval  en¬ 
gagement  in  whioh  the  BLUCHER  was  sunk,  I  remained  in  a  British 
camp,  as  a  prisoner  of  war,  until  January  of  1918,  at  whioh  time, 
during  an  exchange  of  prisoners,  I  was  sent  to  Holland,  share  I 
remained  for  the  duration  of  the  wsK  Following  the  armistioe,  I 
returned  to  Berlin  and  studied  arohltooture  for  three  months. 
Following  this,.  I  again  entered  naval  servioe,  as'  a  lieutehant 
aboard  the  FITTELSBACH,  the  mother  ship  of  a  minesweeper  flotilla. 

I  continued  thie  navy  service  for  an  additional  six  months,  fol¬ 
lowing  whioh  I  was  released  and  plooed  in'  the  Naval  Reserve  Corps. 

I  then  took  up  the  study  of  medloine  at  the  Nniveriity  of  Berlin 
and  at  the  University  of  Munioh,  ocntlnuing  this  for  a  period  of 
one  and  one  half  yearo.  Curing  this  time,  1920,  I  married  my 
present  wife,  MIETBL,  in  Munioh.  Shortly  before  my  marriage, 

I  purchased  a  S^-ton  sail  freighter,  whioh  operated  betwoon 
Finland  and  Rotterdam.  ‘  My  father  had  previously  left  ms  an 
inheritanoo  of  about  $90,000  oash,  as  well  as  a  number  of  houses 
and  government  bohde.  The  sail  freighter,  known  as  the  ■ANTARES," 
ran  on  0  reef,  after  whioh  I  sold  the  boat  for  about  $2,000.00 

In  about  1921,  I  began  working  in  Berlin  with  *SEH.09S,a  a  maohinery 
oonoern  engaged  in  the  manufaoture  of  heavy  motors,  eto.  I  con¬ 
tinued  in  this  employment,  serving  as  plant  protection  man,  for 
about  one  year,  follovdng  whioh  I  entered  training  with  the  some 
company  to  learn  the  business,  and  oontinued  in  this  up  until  1923* 

I  then  operated  a  manufacturing  and  distributing  business  of  sparkling 
water  and  lemonade  in  Stettin,  Germany,  operating  less  than  a  year. 
Afterwards,  I  returned  to  Berlin  and  was  employed  as  an  inspeotor 
with  "FOMMERQOHE  MECUUSLEN* ,  whioh  business  oenaisted  in  dairy 
produots,  eto*  I  oontinued  in  this  work  up  until  1928,  but  Before 
discontinuing  this  employment,  about  1927*  I  entered  into  the  ooffee 
importing  business  in  Berlin  in  partnership  with  one  OVSRBAGK.  My 
position  was  Sales  Manager,  r.nd  I  oontinued  the  operation  of  the 
same  business  up  until  my  departure  from  Ooxasny  in  1955* 
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My  first  contact  with  the  Nazi  Party  was  attendance  at  a  meeting 
called  by  HITLER  in  Kiel.  Germany,  in  193®*  HITLER  spoke  at  the 
meeting,  which  I  attended  with  my  son,  LEOPOLD.  Following  the 
meeting,  and  on  that  some  day,  I  enlisted  as  a  member  of  the  Nazi 
Party,  and  influenced  my  son  to  Join  the  party  also  at  the  same 
time.  I  did  not  become  active  in  the  party  until  1932.  when 
Ur.  SJNKEL,  district  leader  of  tho  party  at  Kiel,  advised  me  to 
go  with  REINHOLD  HEYDRICH  to  Munich  and  to  see  a  person,  name 
unrecalled,  who  later  became  chief  of  police  at  Munich,  about 
securing  a  Job  with  the  party.  3CNKEL,  brought  HEYDRICH  by  my 
homo,  and  HEYDRICH  and  I  took  the  night  train,  together,  to 
Munich,  after  my  having  advanood  HEYDRICI!  about  a  one-hundred- 
mark  loan.  Upon  reaching  Munich,  HEYDRICH  and  I  wept  to  the  City 
Hall  Restaurant,  to  have  a  cup  of  coffee.  HEYDRICH  excused  him¬ 
self,  stating  he  was  going  to  see  the  person  to  whom  dJMLfcL  had 
referred  us,  the  party  who  later  became  chief  cf  police  at  Munich, 
and  it  later  developed  he  was  given  a  position  by  this  person, 
which  turned  out  later  to  bo  ohief  of  the  German  Gestapo  system, 
working  under  HEINRICH  HBMLER,  the  head  of  the  entire  German 
police.  At  the  time  3JNKEL  had  sent  us  both  to  meet  with  this 
individual  in  Munich,  he  had  indicated  one  or  more  positions  were 
open  and  it  is  Quite  possible  the  position  given  to  HEYDRICH  waa 
the  one  I,  too,  was  toeing  considered  for.  If  such  a  position  had 
been  offered  me  at  that  time,  I  would,  unhesitatingly  have  accepted 
it.

HEYDRICH  rctumo^  aft^r  about  four  hours  to  ths  City  Hall  Restaurant, 
where  I  was  waiting  in  the  company  of  the  individual,  whose  name  I 
have  forgotten,  Who  later  become  chief  of  police  in  Munich,  and  I 
accompanied  them  to  HEINRICH  HIMLER's  home,  where  I  spoke  with 
HIMMLER  for  may  be  half  an  hour  regarding  Cccmunism  and  the  means 
which  should  be  adopted  in  order  to  eradicate  it  from  Germany, 
following  which  HEYDRldll  came  to  me  and  said  that  HURLER  did  not 
like  me  and  it  would  be  best  for  me  to  return  to  Berlin,  which  I 
did.  Shortly  after  that,  I  received  word  from  HJNKEL  that  I  was 
to  be  assigned  to  work  in  Altona,  Germany,  for  the  party,  as  an 
investigator  for  the  party  to  determine  the  identity  of  those  in¬ 
dividuals  who  were  Conmuniets  and  ascertain  who  was  pro-Nazi  in  the 
Altona  Police  Department  and  roaidents  of  that  vicinity.  I  engaged 
in  this  occupation  for  about  six  months,  toward  the  end  of  which 
time  I  made  a  report  on  the  chief  of  police  in  Altona,  who  was  a 
party  member,  to  the  effect  that  he  waa  inmoral  in  his  private 
life,  and  shortly  thereafter,  following  some  other  minor  troubles, 

I  was  advised  that  my  services  wore  no  longer  required,  so  I

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returned  to  Berlin  nnd  my  coffeo  business. 

While  in  Berlin,  n  Jewish  friend  of  mine,  PAULDSEN,  come  to  my 
homo  .end  some  individuals  notified  the  party  of  this  occurrence. 
They  then  told  me  to  loovo  the  Nazi  Party,  and  I  was  later  arrested 
by  the  police  when  I  went  to  tho  offioo  of  a  Nazi  Party  official 
to  request  n  hcarinr.  I  was  hold  by  thp  polico  for  two  weeks,  then 
placed  in  c  concentration  c?mp  for  four  weeks.  During  this  time  I 
was  not  question  d.  OTTO  LTiiASDCT  was  In  this  same  concentration 
camp.  During  the  time  I  was  confined  to  the  camp,  my  wife,  FBIEDEL, 
nnd  son,  LEOPOLD,  nnd  Mr.  UTId'JSn  wore  working  for  me  among  members 
of  the  party  nnd  1  was  released.  At  that1,  time  my  son,  LEOPOLD,  was 
a  stomtrooper  in  the  u  rty  and  my  wife  was  working  for  tho  Nazi 
Welfare  Department.  About  three  months  later,  I  wa3  again  arrested 
by  the  police  on  a  chergo  of  having  attended  a  meeting  between 
HITLER  and  VCN  PAPEN  at  Cooln,  nnd  having  taken  pictures  of  this 
meeting  nnd  mode  a  roport  of  it.  I  was  taken  into  the  Germn 
courts  nnd  proved  nr  alibi  that  I  hod  never  been  in  Coeln  during 
this  time,  ond  was  released .  All  of  this  occurred  during  the  yoer 

1933. 

I  rotumed  to  my  coffee  buninoso  but  business  was  constantly  going 
down  and  down  nnd  it  wan  impossible  for  no  to  obtain  re-ordero  and 
additional  businosn,  as  1  was  no  longer  a  member  of  the  Nazi  Party, 
and  during  tho  year  1934  1  wrote  several  articlos  for  the  news¬ 
papers  and  magazines  on  tho  For  East,  thoir  culturo  and  politios, 
and  in  April,  1935 <  1  decided  to  go  to  the  Oriont  in  order  -to  study 
tho  Japanese  language.  I  0  ilod  from  Dromon,  Germany,  in  April  of 
-°35»  on  tho  CD  anJTTGAHr.  I  a- rived  in  Now  York,  whore  I  stayed 
for  six  days,  took  a  train  across  the  country  to  San  Francisco, 
whero  I  went  to  the  German  Consuls to  and  asked  for  the  names  of 
some  Goman  individuals  in  Honolulu  whom  I  could  contact..  They 
gave  me  the  name  of  Dr,  AJTNUR  HOiUMANN.  I  sailed  from  Sen 
Francisco  on  tho  T/JTJTA  t’AIfl,  in  company  of  ray  wife,  who  had 
been  with  nc  since  1  left  Germany.  Tho  balance  of  my  family 
had  remained  in  Germany.  On  reaching  Honolulu,  I  got  in  touch 
with  <-r.  HOErtlAN,  nnd  he  advised  that  I  s-tay  at  the  Brooklond 
Hotol  in  Honolulu.  1  stayed  thoro  for  throe  weeks,  and  then 
sailed  to  Japan  on  the  Ai.V’A  I.AflJ,  with  my  wife.  Upon  reaching 
Japan,  7/e  went  from  Yokohama  to  Tokyo,  to  the  Imperial  Hotol, 

••here  I  contacted  Professor  G DATATSU ,  of  the  Imporial  Univorsity, 
rolative  to  the  study  of  tho  Japaneso  language.  My  wife  and  I 
traveled  on  to  Shanghai  then,  and  she  continued  on  to  Germany. 


I  did  not  start  to  study  the  Japanese  language  at  this  time,  but 
returned  to  Honolulu  on  the  CHIC  HI  EU  MARC. 

My  original  idea  in  ranting  to  loarn  the  Japanese  language  was  so 
that  I  could  return  to  Germany  and  teach  in  the  universities  there. 

I  had  originally  planned  that  my  wife  and  children  would  stay  in 
Gensany.  However,  when  1  decided  to  cane  to  Honolulu  to  study 
the  language,  we  thought  it  best  that  she  and  the  children  join  me 
here. 

ffhen  I  returned  to  Honolulu.  I  again  stayed  at  the  Brookland  Hotel 
in  1935*  until  March  of  1936.  During  this  time  I  was  Joined  by  my 
daughter.  HUTH  KUEflN,  and  aon.EBEFHARD  KDEHN,  in  December  of  1935* 
During  the  timq  I  resided  at  the  Brookland  Hotel.  I  met  a  Lieutenant 
KENNEDY,  a  submarine  offioor  in  the  United  States  Navy.  I  also 
met  FRANCESCO  L0J.2ARD0  during  this  time.  Lieutenant  KHTJHJY  in¬ 
troduced  me  to  Lieutenant  NET.T,  also  a  Upited  States  Navy  submarine 
officer,  who  he  stated  wanted  to  loarn  to  speak  the  German  language. 
Lieutenant  NCT  also  introduced  me  to  a  Lieutenant  Coanander  EURQIN. 
Both  Lieutenant  NE.f  and  DURGIN  were  interested  in  obtaining  a  Job 
as  Assistant  Naval  Attache  in  Berlin.  Lieutenant  Ccnmander  DURGIN 
received  the  appointment'.  I  also  mot  SPENCER  EARNER,  a  Commander 
at  the  Naval  Air  Station,  Pearl  ^arbor,  during  19#.  In  March  of 
1936.  1  rented  a  homo  at  2369  East  Manoa  Road,  Honolulu,  T.H. , 
and  moved  there  with  my  daughter,  RUTH,  and  son,  EBEHHARD,  and 
was  Joined  by  my  wife,  FRIEDEL,  and  son,  HAN3,  in  April  of  1936. 
During  this  time  I  was  studying  the  Japanese  language  at  the 
University  of  Hawaii. 

During  May  of  19# .  1  rented  a  heme  at  Lanikai  Beach  frem  a 
Mr.  GRUNE.  About  June,  193&,  I  node  a  trip  to  Tokyo,  to  continue 
my  Japanese  language  studies,  and  during  the  time  I  was  gone  my 
family  moved  to' the  Lanikai  Beach  home  permanently.  I  returned 
to  Honolulu  from  Tokyo,  where  I  had  studied  at  the  Japanese 
language  school  for  three  months,  about  September,  19#.  I 
continued  my  Japanese  language  studies  at  the  Japanese  language 
School  in  Kailua,  under  Mr.  IKENO,  the  principal  of  that  school. 

He  gave  me  private  tutoring  at  his  horns. 

During  1936  and  1937.  1  met  a  Major  RODNEY  ROBERTS,  of  the  64th 
Coast  Artillery,  and  through  him  I  met  Major  HART,  of  the  Quarter¬ 
master's  Corps.  I  had  also  mot  a  Lieutenant  HARALD  LINDSAY,  a 
submarine  officer  of  the  United  States  Navy,,  at  the  Brookland 
Hotel.  These  individuals  visited  me  at  my  home  on  various 
occasions.  I  was  also  friendly  with  ARTIUR  LUHR,  a  dentist 
in  Honolulu,  and  Mr.  VAN  OHT,  and  Mr,  EXNDHDREN.  I  also  met  CARL 
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BA3LER,  about  1938,  throuch  my  children' s  taking  mueic  loasons 
from  his  wife. 

During  1938*  I  purchosed  tho  ^fodem  Steel  Furniture  Company, 
which  I  operated  for*  eight  or  nirie  months,  which  I  finally 
turned  over  to  a  trusteo  aftor  losing  about  $15,000,00,  The 
only  other  employment  1  have  had  in  HonoluT  \  was  about  June, 

1941,  when  I  went  to  work  as  a  freight  check ir  for  the  Honolulu 
Iron  forks,  which  job  I  hold  for  six  weeks  cind  quit  as  the  rrork 
was  too  hard.  I  have  olnce  attempted  to  obtain  a  position  /ith 
HAROLD  CASTLE,  through  FRANZ  MAIN  of  the  Hawaiian  Trust  Company, 
with  no  success* 

With  regard  to  the  inpome  which  I  have  been  able  to  derive 
locally,  I  might  state  that  in  1937  *  leased  eight  acres  o:‘ 
land  from  the  Kaneche  Ranch  Company,  and  since  have  sub-leased 
seven  acres  to  a  Japanese  gardner.  The  other  acre  I  uso  to 
raise  fruits  an*  v»iretablos  for  ray  own  use.  I  also  raise 
chickens  at  my  K&lama  -"eoidonco,  having  about  200  at  the  present 
time.  None  of  these  operations  are  incomo-producing.  My  wife. 
FRIiDEL,  operates  the  Kailua  Boauty  Shop,  from  which  she  derives 
an  average  income  of  approxirv.toly  $00.00  n  month.  This  business 
was  originally  opened  in  Juno,  I94O. 

Other  friends  I  have  in  Honolulu,  not  previously  mentioned,  are 
as  follows*  MARIO  VALDANTRI ,  a  regular  acquaintance,  with  whom 
my  wife  and  I  frequently  play  bridge,  Dr.  H.  A.  STEPHENS,  Kaneoh 
Territorial  Hospital,  Kaneohe,  Oahu,  who  pi^or  to  his  divorce 
was  a  frequent  visitor  in  my  hom9,  a  slight  acquaintance  with 
Dr.  MARCJJIS  STEVE©,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  ARTHUR  H0ilH/ANN,  who  were  close 
associates  up  until  the  past  two  years,  HENRY  B.  ’.Y0LTER,  better 
known  to  me  as  HEINE,  a  neighbor  at  Lanikai  through  whom  I  first  net 
HEINZ  fLOENJES ,  representative  of  the  Roechling  Steel  forks,  a 
German  firm,  stationed  in  Tokyo,  Jauan,  from  whom  I  hnvo  since 
received  seme  correspondence.  Dr.  HOniERC,  also  a  representative 
of  the  Roechling  Steel  forks  at  Tokyo,  Japan,  firs*  became  known 
to  my  family  through  RUTH,  who  met  him  in  1937.  while  en  route 
to  Japan  on  a  Japanese  vessel.  3ince  thnt  time,  Dr.  NOMBEIC 
hao  visited  Honolulu  on  two  occasions,  once  in  early  I93R,  at 
which  time  he  occupied  my  Lanikai  Beach  rosidence,  for  tno  to 
three  weeks,  and  again  in  September,  I938,  when  he  stopped  over 
only  for  a  night  on  his  way  back  to  Japan. 


Regarding  the  monies  which  I  have  received  from  time  to  time  from 
outside  sources,  I  wish  to  make  the  following  statements!  At  the 
time  I  left  Germany  in  1935 •  I  was  only  permitted  to. carry  about 
ton  marks  with  me.  I  have  been  unable  since  to  get  any  of  my 
monies  out  of  Germany  and  the  other  members  of  my  family  were  also 
unable  to  bring  out  additional  funds.  About  1918,  during  the  first 
World  War,  I  had  opened  a  snail  account  in  a  Rotterdam  bank.  After¬ 
wards,  during  the  period  I  ownqd  and  operated  the  sailing  freighter 
ANT ARES  I  deposited  funds  received  from  the  operation  of  the  vessel 
in  this  same  bank  in  Rotterdam.  In  1934  my  Aunt  ELSE  SVENDSON, 
resident  in  Sweden,  transferred  to  mo  about  $35,000.00  as  my  share 
of  the  inheritance  which  I  wotdd  have  received  later,  which  money 
was  deposited  in  an  Amsterdam  Dank.  During  the  years  1936,  1937 
and  1938,  I  received  monoy  transfers  totaling  about  $30,000.00  from 
these  accounts  through  the  B'shop  National  Bank,  Honolulu.  I  have 
been  unable  to  get  any  additional  funds  from  Holland  since  1938. 

From  1938  to  the  spring  of  194° •  I  received  no  additional  funds  from 
the  outside  and  as  a  result  was  forced  to  sell  one  of  mgr  wife's  homes 
at  K alamo  as  well  as  mortgage  my  wife's  othorKalssa  residence  and 
Lanakai  residence.  I  had  previousl*  acquired  these  three  pieces  of 
property  during  1937* 

In  the  spring  of  194°  my  wife,  FRIEDHL,  planned  a  trip  to  Japan  in 
opder  to  make  arrangements  with  Dr,  HCMBKRC  of  the  Oesnan  steel 
firm,  R0ECHLING  STEEL  W0RCD,  Tokyo,  Japan,  for  further  funds.  At 
that  time  she  borrowed  money  from  the  bank  on  Dr.  MAURICE  GORDON'S 
signature.  My  wife  made  arrangements  with  Dr.  HOMBERG  to  transfer 
bar  property  in  Germany  to  him  for  a  consideration  of  $40,000,00. 
However,  he  was  to  firot  hove  on  inquiry  made  in  Oexmany  to  dctoimine 
the  value  of  the  proporty  and  arrive  at  the  exact  figure,  but  in  the 
meantime  he  advonoed  ray  wife  $6,000.00  on  cooount.  She  brought  the 
$6,000.00  in  oash  with  her  on  her  person.  Upon  reaching  Honolulu 
my  wife  told  me  that  Dr.  HOMBERG  had  promised  to  send  more  money 
after  the  lapse  of  five  months.  About  five  months  Inter,  around 
September,  1940,  an  additional  $10,000,00  in  oash  was  brought  by  a 
Mr.KAl,  purser  f board  the  CHX0IIIBU  MARU  from  Dr,  HOMBERG.  My  wife 
had  previously  made  the  acquaintance  of  Mr.  KAI  while  on  board  the 
HAKUSA  MARJ  on  a  trip  from  Shanghai  to  Oexmany  in  1936.  Mr.  KAI, 
upon  reaohing  Honolulu,  telephoned  me  and  then  brought  the  money  to 
my  Kalama  residence.  The  money  was  made  up  ontirely  of  Amerloan 
ourrenoy. 

In  Ootobor,  1941.  following  the  arrival  of  the  TATUTA  MARU  at  Honolulu 
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from  Japan,  a  Japanese  omployee  of  this  vessel  colled  in  person  at 
my  Kalama  residence  and  delivered  to  me  a‘  package  enclosed  in  card¬ 
board  which  contained  $14,000.00  in  $100*00  bills.  At.  the  time  the 
package  was  delivered  by  this  Japaneoo  ho  remarked,  that  some  was 
from  Dr.  HOUSE  FD  in  Japan.  The  namo  of  this  Japanese  i3  unknown  to 
me  and  I  had  not  seen  him  before  or  since.  The  money  was  aftervrards 
given  by  me  to  my  wife  and  $  do  not  know1  where  she  has  it  hidden. 
However,  we  at  no  time  have  deposited  these  amounts  in  the  banks 
in  Honolulu,  oxcept  to  carry  a  small  account. 

During  our  residence  in  Hawaii,  my  step  sort,  LEOPOLD,  has  continuod 
to  reside  and  work  in  the  Naii  Party  in  Berlin,  Germany.  Ho 
presently  is  employed  under  G0EBSELS,  Minister  of  Propaganda. 

There  has  always  been  a  very  close  relationship  between  LEOPOLD  and 
my  wife.  Therefore  she  has  been  insistent  on  supplying  him  with 
foods  and  a  monthly  ollowance  of  50  marks.  In  the  past,  shipments 
of  food  have  beon  made  through  P0RTBA,  INC.  in  New  York  City,  and 
the  monthly  allowance  was  sent  through  the  Bishop  National  Hank 
until  June,  1941*  when  the  freezing  order  went  into  effect. 

I  talked  to  Mr.  L0.Y  of  the  Bishop  National  Bank  several  times  and 
asked  him  if  he  would  help  mo,  if  there  was  any  legal  way  ho  could 
send  money  to  my  son,  so  Mr.  L07Y  wrote  to  New  York  and  got  an  answer 
that  there  was  no  chance  of  sending  money.  Mr.  LOW  told  mo  the 
pnly  chance  would  be  to  ^end  pesos  to  a  friend  in  South  America  and 
this  friend  could  send  the  pocoa  to  Germany  ond  we  found  senebody  in 
South  America,  whose  namo  I  have  forgotten,  that  my  wife  wrote  to 
but  never  received  an  answor  in  on  attempt  to  transnit  money  to 
LEOPOLD  via  South  Amerioa. 

About  the  first  part  of  November,  1941,  after  talking  the  matter 
over  with  my  wife,  ‘FRIEDSL,  I  went  to  the  Japanese  Consulate  at 
Honolulu  and  asked  then  to  send  money  to  my  sou,  LEOPOLD,  in  Germany 
through  the  Yokohama  Specie  Bank.  They  advised  me  at  this  time  that 
they  wculd  inquire  at  the  Yokohama  Specie  Bank  to  see  if  this  was 
possible.  I  spoke  to  one  of  the  Vico  Consuls  at  this  time,  his  naira 
I  do  not  recall.  This  was  my  first  visit  to  the  Japanese  Consulate 

since  the  sinner  of  194C  when  I  had  been  to  see  a  member  of  the 
Consulate  staff  to  find  if  it  would  be  possible  to  send  a  largo 
package  of  food  on  a  Japancso  liner  to  my  son,  LEOPOLD,  in  Germany 
via  Japan  and  i^issia.  I  was  advised  at  thie  time  to  make  inquiry 
at  the  Japenese  Chamber  of  Comnerce  above  .the  Yolcoham  Opocie  Bank. 
which  T  did  and  they  informed  mo  that  I  cu  " "  send  only  a  ono-pound 
package. 
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About  two  or  three  days  after  my  first  visit  to  the 
in  November  of  1941  •  1  returned  and  this  time  I  spoke  to  the  man 
sitting  behind  the  3a  rge  desk  in  the  bock  of  the  roam,  to  the  left 
of  the  entrance  of  the  Cpnsulote.  lie  and  I  went  aoross  the  hall 
into  the  second  room  on  the  right  from  the  front  of  the  Consulate. 

At  that  time  he  refused  to  send  any  money  to  my  son  and  I  offored 
to  assist  him  and  the  Consulate  in  obtaining  information  that  they 
might  be  interested  in.  He  asked  me  if  1  know  how  many  ships  were 
in  Hawaiian  waters  and  1  told  him  I  could  find  out.  Then  I  left 
the  Consulate  and  went  homo  and  after  lhreo  or  four  days  returned 
to  the  Japanese  Consulate,  at  which  tlm<  1  spoke  to  the  same  man 
and  KIT  A,  the  Consul  himself,  in  that  same  room,  the  second  one 
on  the  right  from  the  front  of  the  Consulate.  At  that  time  I  mado 
suggestions  to  them  stating  that  I  had  a  short-wave  transmitter  and 
could  send  messages  far  them  if  they  so  desired  and  I  also  outlined 
a  system  of  signalling  that  could  be  used  in  order  to  furnish  in¬ 
formation  relative  to  the  typos  of  ships  in  Pearl  Harbor  and  those 
that  had  3eft.  This  system  of  signalling  contained  fifteen  sets 
of  signals.  Thepe  signals  wei*e  to  have  been  given  by  a  light  in  my 
home  at  1  ana  lea  i  or  Kalama  which  could  have  been  seen  out  at  sea  by 
a  submarine,  as  follows)  0ne  light  betweerl  6  and  7  meant  battle 
fleet  in  harbor;  one  light  between  7  and  8  meant  scouting  force  in 
harbor;  one  light  between  8  and  9  moant  aircraft  carriers  in  harbor; 
one  light  between  9  and  10  meant  battle  fleet  prepared  to  leave; 
one  light  between  10  and  11  moant  ooouting  foroe  prepared  to  leave; 
one  light  between  11  and  12  moant  qir or aft  carriers  prepared  to 
leave;  one  light  between  12  and  l^noant  battle  fleet  loft  between 
one  and  two  days  ago;  one  light  between  1  and  2  meant  scouting  foroe 
left  one  to  two  days  ago;  two  lights  between  6  and  7  p.m.  meant 
aircraft  carriers  left  one  to  two  days  ago;  two  lights  between  7  and 
8  p.m.  meant  battle  fleet  loft  three  to  four  days  ago;  two  lights 
between  8  and  9  p.m.  meant  scouting  force  left  three  to  four  days . 
ago;  two  lights  between  9  and  10  p.m.  moant  aircraft  carriers  left 
three  to  four  days  ago;  two  lights  between  10  and  11  p.m.  meant 
battle  fleet  left  five  to  six  days  ago;  two  lights  between  11  and 
12  midnight  meant  sooutlng  foroe  loft  five  to  six  days  ago;  two 
lights  between  12  midnight  and  1  a,ra.  meant  aircraft  carriers  left 
five  to  six  days  ago.

This  same  set  of  signals  oould  have  been  sent  by  means  of  linen  on 
the  olothes  line  at  my  Lanakal  home,  one  sheet  between  6  and  7  a.m. 
in  daylight  meaning  battle  fleet  in  harbor;  one  sheet  between  7  and  • 
8  a.m.  meaning  sooutlng  foree  in  harbor;  one  sheet  between  8  and  9 
a.m.  meaning  airoraft  oarrlore  in  harbor;  pne  sheet  between  9  and 
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10  a.m.  meaning  battle  fleet  prepared  to  lea?e;  one  sheet  between 
10  and  11  a.m.  meaning  scouting  force  prepared  to  leave,  one  sheet 
between  11  a.m.  and  12  noon  meaning  aircraft  carriers  prepared  to 
leave;  one  sheet  between  12  noon  and  1  p.m.  meaning  battle  floet 
left  one  to  two  days  npo;  one  sheet  botween  1  p.m.  and  2  p.m. 
meaning  scouting  force  left  one  to  two  days  ago;  two  sheets  on  line 
between  6  a.m.  and  7  a.m.  moaning  aircraft  carriers  left  one  to  two 
days  ago;  two  sheets  on  line  between  7  a.m.  nnd  8  a.m.  meaning 
battle  flpet  left  threo  to  four  days  e^o;  two  sheets  on  line  between 
8  a.m.  and  9  a*m.  meaning  scouting  force  left  three  to  fnur  days 
ago;  two  sheets  on  line  between  9  a.m.  and  10  a.m.  meaning  aircraft 
carriers  left  three  to  four  days  ago;  two  oheets  on  line  between 
10  a.m.  and  11  a.m.  meaning  battle  fleet  loft  five  to  six  days  ago.

They  told  me  at  that  time  that  this  system  of  communication  .van  too 
complicated  and  it  would  be  necessary  for  me  to  simplify  it.  I  ./enr: 
home.  One  or  two  days  prior  to  tho  time  I  submitted  this  first 
set  of  signals  1  had  ridden  by  Pearl  Harbor  and  there  were  very  few 
boats  in  the  harbor  at  that  time.  About  threo  days  Inter  I  went 
bac’'  to  the  Consulate  with  a  simplified  system  of  signalling,  on 
what  I  think  was  December  2,  1941*  This  sot  of  signals  contained 
only  eight  combinations,  os  follows)  No.  1  meaning  battle  fleet 
prepared  to  leave;  No. 2  meaning  scouting  force  propared  to  leave; 

No. 3  meaning  battle  fleot  loft  one  to  three  days  ago;  No. 4  mean¬ 
ing  scouting  force  left  one  to  three  days  ago;  No. 5  meaning  air¬ 
craft  carriers  left  one  to  three  days  ago;  No. 6  meaning  battle 
fleet  left  four  to  six  days  ago;  No. 7  meaning  scouting  force  loft 
four  to  six  days  ago;  No. 8  moaning  aircraft  carriers  left  four  to 
six  days  ago.  These  signals  were  to  be  given  as  fellows  from  my 
Lanakai  hornet  One  light  between  7  and  8  p.m.  meaning  No.l;  one 
light  between  8  and  9  meaning  No. 2;  one  light  between  9  and  1C  p.m. 
meaning  No. 3;  one  light  betweon  10  end  11  p.m.  meaning  No.  4; 
two  lights  between  7  and  8  p.m.  meaning  No.  3;  two  lights  between 
8  and  9  p.m.  meaning  No. 6,  etc.  These  lights  were -to  have  been 
from  a  window  or  automobile  lights.  The  some  system  could  have  be  1. 
used  with  one  piece  of  linen  hung  on  the  line  at  Lanakai  between 
8  and  9  a.m.,  meaning  No.l,  one  between  9  and  10  a.m.  meaning  No. 2; 
one  between  l0  and  11  a.m.  meaning  No. 3;  one  botween  11  a.m.  and 
12  noon  meaning  wo.4;  two  pieces  between  8  and  9  a.m.  meaning  No. 5; 
two  pieces  between  9  and  10  a.m.  meaning  No. 6, and  so  forth.  It 
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was  also  arranged  that  a  light  In  the  skylight  at  my  Kalama  home 
betv/eon  7  and  8  p.m.  would  mean  N0.l;  one  between  8  and  9  p.m. 
would  mean  N0.2;  one  between  9  and  10  p.m.  would  mean  No. 3  and 
6;  one  between  10  and  11  p.m.  would  mean  No *4  and  7f  one  between 
11  and  12  p.m.  (midnight)  would  mean  Nos.  5  and  8. 

It  was  also  arranged  that  this  same  system  of  signalling  could 
have  been  used  with  a  star  boat  just  off  the  mouth  of  Lanakai 
Beach  betweai  certain  hours,  a  star  on  the  sail  or  a  star  and  a 
number  on  the  sail  meaning  corresponding  signals  as  those  previously 
given,  according  to  the  time  the  boat  was  in  that  position,  I  do 
not  recall  the  exact  combinations  that  were  to  have  been  used  to 
indicate  esch  signal. 

It  was  also  arranged  that  on  the  KGMB  Want-Ads  program  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  the  signal  could  be  effected  to  indicate  numbers  3  and  6  if  a 
Chinese  rug  was  advertised  for  sale.  Nos.  4  and  7  if  a  beauty 
parlor  operator  was  advertised  for;  and  a  third  type  of  advertise¬ 
ment  which  I  do  not  recall  would  indicate  numbers  5  and  8.  It  was 
also  arranged  that  if  it  was  Impossible  to  give  this  system  of 
signalo,  a  garbage  fire  on  Haul  in  a  certain  looality  between  certain 
hours  would  indicate  the  above  number  signals,  auoh  as  a  fire  between 
the  hours  of  9  and  10  p.m.  would  mean  signals  3  and  6,  and  so  forth. 
In  mentioning  this  latter  plan  I  had  in  mind  a  looality  previously 
described  to  me  by  a  friend,  CARL  BASLER,  where  a  number  of  vacant 
lots  are  located.  I  determined  the  exact  locality  of  this  area  by 
referenoo  to  a  map  of  M*ui  which  showed  the  names  of  the  two  roods  i 
which  border  that  locality  and  which  names  worn  mentioned  in  my 
recommended  plan  as  bordering  the  area  wherein  the  fire  signals 
were  to  be  effeoted. 

It  was  also  arranged  that  this  same  set  of  signal e  could  be  givon 
by  short  wave  radio  and  arrangements  wore  mo de  that  if  the  Condulate 
desired  to  contact  me  they  could  do  so  ty  sending  me  a  postcard 
signed  ,  to  my  Box  No.1476  at  Honolulu. 

This  simplified  set  of  signals  was  taken  to  the  Oonaula-te  in  an 
envolope  by  ms  about  8»30  in  the  morning.  At  the  tine  I  went  to  the 
Consulate  I  was  accompanlod  by  ray  wife,  TRIED!!,  and  while  she  re-  | 
mained  in  the  car  I  went  to  the  door  and  handed  the  envolope  contain¬ 
ing  this  set  of  signals  and  another  envelope  containing  $500.00, 
which  was  to  be  sent  to  my  oon  LEOPOLD  in  Germany,  to  the  Vice  Consul 
whose  name  I  do  not  recall.  I  had  no  conversation  with  him  at  this 
time  but  went  back  to  my  car  and  drove  on  into  Honolulu. 

I 
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I  might  point  out  that  tKo  plan  outlined  by  ne  above  aid  that  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Japanese  Consulate  are  probably  not  identical  in  every 
detail  with  those  actually  submitted,  although  the  plana  outlined 
above  are  basically  tho  same  ^s  those  submitted.  Differences  will 
probably  appear  in  connection 'with  the  hours  stated  for  the  signals 
to  bo  given. 

On  the  same  occasion  that  1  transmitted  this  simplified  system  of 
signalling  I  had  also  advised  the  Consulate  that  there  were  seven 
battleships,  six  cruisora,  tub  aircraft  carriers,  forty  deotroyera 
and  twenty-seven  submarines,  or  soipe  s’milnr  figure,  in  Hawaiian 
waters.  These  figures  were  purely  fictitious  as  far  as  I  knew. 

This  infognation  was  submitted  in  the  sa.ie  enveloped  as  the  one  con¬ 
taining  the  latter  plans. 


Following  the  submission  of  these  latter  plans  to  the  Consulate  I 
have  had  no  further  contact  with  any  representatives  of  the  Consulati 
to  date,  neither  have  I  received  any  correspondence  or  telephone  mes' 
sages  from  such  representatives.  Apparently  no  effort  was  made  by  the 
Consulate  to  carry  either  of  the  proposed  plais  into  effect  through  mi 


1  have  never  been  to  the  Island  of  l!aui  nor  have  I  ever  seen  the 
island  nor  purchased'  any  property  there.  I  never  had  a  short-wave 
transmitter,  and  my  Danakai  Beach  house  is  rentod  to  Army  people. 

I  might  state  that  CARL  BASLER  had  no  knowledge  of  my  plans  submitted  • 
to  the  Japanese  Consulate.  As  a  matter  of  faot  1  have  not  seen  him 
or  his  wife  since  they  departed  from  Honolulu  about  September,  1941. 
Further,  I  have  had  no  correspondence  with  than  except  for  one  letter 
received  from  Mrs.  BASLER  about  October,  1941*  I  rented  my  Lanakai 
residence  on  November  1,  1941  to  two  couples,  one  an  Army  doctor,  age 
about  30,  and  the  other  am  employeo  with  the  Engineers,  abnut  the 
same  age,  both  of  whom  had  been  transferred  fror  Schofield  _>arracke 
to  Kaneohe.  1  cannot  recall  the  names  of  these  individuals  at  the 
present  time. 

The  above  statement  ccnd  sting  of  eleven  pages  has  beon  read  by  me 
and  I  have  signed  each  page  individually  and  I  oertify  the  same  to 
be  true  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief,  and  sign  the  same  of 
my  own  free  will.
